2. Claims 1-11,15 and 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Heidingsfeld in view of Ulrich, Morikawa and Woods. 

See Paper No. 8, paragraphs 3-7. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 1 0-8-02 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. The applicants argue that the combination of references doesn't 
disclose the invention. Heidingsfeld shows all the same (a) - (d) components in 
overlapping amounts. It's assumed that the melt temperature would be the same if the 
product is the same, and .preparation in a tumbling mixer wou.dn't make the product 

different from one made in an extruder.
